| NEW YORK STOCK AND BOND MARKET.

Daring the past week the stock market

h 8 been irregular and usettled in its
tendencies. The eclivity has been mod-
erate and almost entirely conflned to the
professional operators. The abstenta-
tion of the 'public is noticeable—in fact
the lack of outside support has, more
taan apy other influence, to do with the
hesitancy and dragging disposition
shown. The infiecences of a general na-
ture are bullish rather than bearish, and
it is to the former side that the street as
a Tule inclines. Nevertheless the market
has failed to broaden or to attract new
participants, in consequence of which
its movements have been conflned for
the most part to efforts by the cliques
to mark up stocks, varied by more or iess
| tentative bear attacks. The market on
Thursday and Friday was very weak,
though the close on the latter day was
firmer and showed thet to some extent
| the underlaying conditions are bullish in
their nataore.

As an influence the inter-state law has
| again claimed the largest share of atten-
‘ tion, and the results of the first weeks of

its operation have not been such as to
give rise to any serious alarm. Instead
of decreased earnipgs, the results an-
nounced for the second week of April,
which is the tirst full week during which
the law was in operation, show in the
areat majority of instances, a decided in-
crease. [n fact, the opinion of the street
is that the law has been & blessing in dis-
zuise to the roads, and that the abroga-
tion of rebates, special rates,
free passes, and other coucessions, which
had grown into & system which railroad
managers wese powerless to stop under
the old conditions, amply compensates
for any trifling disadvantages which the
act imposes on the roads. The fact that
the iaw is sutliciently elastic to admit of
legitimate and reasonable concessions in
various directions, and that it will be "so
interpreted by the commission, while it
affords protection to the roads from each
other and from 8 variety of impositions,
has also dawned on the comprehension
of the street.—[ Bradstreet's.
